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conclude that if the Retina were the Organ of fight, this dog 
would not (ee the objects indifferently inlightned, which are 
about.the candle, 'although at 3 or 4footdiftance,becaufe they 
would receive a great ical more impielhon fronuhis rtflexion, 
and that a great fmfation doth obliterate a iefler 5 which is con- 
trary to experience,and it is not at all likely,ihere fhould be fuch 
a dcfed in the fight of Animals, 

The third is,that the Eyes oi Birds arefo framed,that the Op- 
tique nerve after its infertion into the Eye is infledled, and ex- 
tends it felf on the Concavity of the Schrotis about the breadth 
of 2 or 3 lines more or lefs according to the bignefs of the Eyes; 
and the lengthof this infle6tion is covered by ^htcheroeidesylti- 
ving but one little white ftreak in the middle, from whence the 
HetinA takes its Original, which extends it felf on rheC/^(7r<>«Wa 
through all the bottom of the Eye, but it is covered on the fide 
of this white ftreak with a little black membrane as long as the 
inflexion of the nerve,and almoft as broad i which proceeds from 
the fia mater ^ and is as it were an appendix of th.t Chereeides % 
and if you confider the fituation of this membrane, yen will find 
it is near the Axis of fight, and that the rayes of the Objeds, 
which the Birds look on with both Eyes, f ali precifeJy upon it 
after their refrafSion. Since then -in the place, where Vifion 
ought to be ftrongeft, the RetinA is covered, and that no man 
doubts but Birds are more dear-fighted than other Animals ; you 
ought to acknowledge, that the Retina is not the principal Or- 
gaa'of Vifion , but that that preeminence belongs to the cho^ 
reeides,

Civin ^) DeBor Edward Brown, concerning the Copper-mine 
at Herrn- ground in Hungary, 

'Errn-ground is a little town;feated very high between two 
Hills, upon a part of land of the fame name, an Hungari- 
an mile diftant from Newfol. In this town is the entrance into 
a large Copper-mine, very much digged. 

I went in through a c;«^/V»//!^, called Tach*(loln^ and conti- 
nued divers hours in the Mine, and vifited many of the moft re^ 
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markab}^ placen Ittit, Tt«i IibQcp^left:e^;ih ithk'Mine!8rp,m8# 
by Laci(^asor Tfecsfet apt^fi^ vi^kdecpootcb«is:i0rilAy^^^^ 
cut in chem toftay tht foot upon; Thsgrare.nofc tropblc4 wit^ 
wattr, the Mine lying high in the hill, fo that; the water may 
drain away 5 but they are molefted with duft.andciacnps. 

The Veins of this Mine'ai:fcJarge,n9aftyo|^tlien3,ciini'ubte,and 
the Ore very rich i in an hundrecl pounds or Ore rfiey ordinarily 
fiiide twenty pounds of Copper/fomerimfes jo, 40j;'h.£tlC Cop- 
per, and even to do, in the liundred. Much of the Ore is joy n'd 
fo faft to the rock, that tis feparated with much difficulty. 
There are divers fort^ of ,Qre,'biW the chief difference is be- 
tween the Yellow and the Black': the Yellow is pure Copper- 
ore: the Biadlc Contains alfo a 'pPoportCoa of Silw. 

They- find h<^ ^iek-jilver her*: the mother o^the-ore is yel- 
low ^ and the Copper ore, heated and caft into water, maketh 
it become like that of fome Sulphureous Baths,

The Or^commiMJly -pafl^s^i^^tim^tibpotigE the furnaces : 
fometimes it is burned, and other times rtielted^ fometimes by 
h felf , and -fometimes mixtwtli ot-h'tr- minerals; and its own 
drofs. 

T htxe are^iivers- fc^-ts" bf ViV^wffoilnd^in this Mine s Green, 
Blew, Reddifli, and White. Ttee is alfo^a^reen Earth or fe- 
dinitait of a'greeri water^ called Berggrm, There are likewife 
ftones found of a beautiful greeni a^d blew colour, and one fort, 
on which Turcoifes nave been found j therefore called the Motht 

There are alfo two Springs of a Vttr'folac water, which ate 
afflrtifd'totui'nrron into Copper. They are calfed. theOld 
and the Mewziwwf, Thefe Springs lye deep in the Mine..The 
Iron is- ordinarily left in the Water i4daycs'. I here prefentyou 
with'fome pieces of it, and with an Heart and a Chain, formerly 
Iron^' now appearing to be Copper. Divers of' thefe pieces'I 
took outof the old- Zmenti They are hard within the water, 
and donot totally loofe their figure, and* fall iiifO powder, as 
ypu will' perceive by themV they will eafily melt, I have fent>'a 
piece mcit'^tl without the addition of any other fubftance. They 
make ha^'d^At Gaps ^nd' Veflels out of this Salt of-Coppw? I 
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drank out of one of themv whealvf^snth^-lP^irmher of Hern- 
gr^fvndhi^honie: |t was gildpd over^ and had a rich piece of 
Silver'ore, faftned in the middle of ic, and this Mcriptiongrav'i 
on the outfide,

IN order to anCwer forae of the other ^eriesi I here prefent 
you with this Accompt concerning^4fi&/,and fomt other fub- 
je^s, contained thexeio. 

Baden is a little City in J»fim, four Gernaan miles South- 
ward from r/V»;;4, fcated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excurfions of Mount Cf^/W, It is much re- 
forted unto by reafqn of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fonumerous, as to afford convenient Bathsj two 
within the Town, five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolct 
called Smchet. 

The Dukes- Bath is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middle of an houfe of the fame figure, built over it. The Va- 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wo£>d, at the top : and the Wa- 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a httle diflance Wcfl-ward, 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Planch er, for all the Bathsare wain- 
fcoted, the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Firre, The 
Water for the mofi; part is clear and tranfparent, yet fomewhac 
blewiih, and makeththe skin appear pale in it, as doth the 
fmoak of Brimftone. It coioreth Metals ("except Gold, whofc 
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
